SAYS DR. D. F. LUCKEY

Dr. Luckey 
is livestock 
commissioner 
for the 
Saint Louis 
, Livestock Exchange and his address 
was specifically on the prevention of 
the disease in catttle in connection 
with his work in that lire. but he de­ 
clared that in spite of the claims of 
some professional research men, the 
1 disease in all its forms in humans, 
cattle, hogs and chickens is the same 
thing, and that its infection came t<- 
the animals from man probably as 
often as from the animals to man. 
P re v a le n t T h ro u g h N orth. 
Due to the fact that Texas cattle 
reveal a very low percentage of in­ 
fection, his appeal was that Texas 
be vigilant in the introduction of an­ 
imals from other states which have a 
very high percentage of infection 
While Texas has probably not more 
than one to 5 per cent infection, the 
cattle of Illinois, W isconsin and oth­ 
er states are 40 per cent diseased, he 
said. 
He added that it would rn 
quire IO million dollars to pay the 
first installment on condemned cat­ 
tle in Illinois if that stat** should con 
duct a statewide test of cattle, and 
the state did appropriate $900,000 
for that purpose the last year. 
Only 
carelessness will put Texas into tm 
same condition, he said.

credited herd work is the preventa- 
tive, he said. 
In purchasing cattle 
it is only necessary that the purchas. 
er be sure to buy only animals that 
have been tested by competent vet 
erinarians.
